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In underwater hockey, 
hitting bottom is the 
whoie point of the game 

ByLeonorVivanco i redeye 
Rachel Carrington darted toward the sliding 
puck to block it with her stick and prevent her 
opponent from scoring in the hockey game. 

The defender was participating in an April 
scrimmage off the ice. In fact, her team was at 
least 7 feet underwater. At the bottom of a pool. 

Welcome to underwater hockey While the 
city hopes the Blackhawks repeat as Stanley 
Cup champs, these athletes have a different 
kind of hockey fever. 

“What’s underwater hockey? I say it’s the 
best sport ever,” said Carrington, a 28 -year- 
old Evanston resident. 

Members of the coed Chicago Underwater 
Hockey Club get asked that question a lot. 
While it might not be as aggressive or fast- 
paced as ice hockey players get hooked easily 

“I’m completely addicted,” said Kevin 
Ward, 49, a firefighter from River West who 
has been playing for five years. He likened it 
to ultimate Frisbee, a sport that has become 
more mainstream over time. “It’s obscure but 
catching on.” 

According to the USA Underwater Hockey 
Committee of the Underwater Society of 
America, the sport is played by more than 
1,000 people in the US. There are regional 
tournaments, national competitions and 
world championships. 

Founded in the 1970s, the Chicago club 
has grown in the past five years from roughly 
30 members to 45, club president Damir Djid- 
ic said. 

Amid the smeU of chlorine and the fizzing 
sound of the filtration system at Northeastern 
Illinois University’s pool, where the Chicago 
club practices each week, players suited up be- 
fore dipping their toes in the lukewarm water. 

They wore swimsuits and slid on snorkel 
masks and mouthpieces, fins, rubber-coated 
gloves to protect them from scratching their 
hands against the pool floor and headgear to

protect their eardrums from popping. In their 
hands they each held a footlong stick, which 
is color-coded to distinguish the teams. 

With the call of “sticks up!”, six players on 
each side swam toward the center of the pool, 
where the 3-pound puck sat. Fins kicked in 
the air as the players dove to reach the puck. 

“It’s a game of breath-holding and stamina,” 
said Djidic, a 28 -year-old from Aurora. “You 
have to swim fast and hold your breath for a 
period of time to keep possession of the puck.” 

At surface level, the water rippled. It looked 
like a shark feeding frenzy Players popped up 
for air. 

Under the water, players typically held their 
breath for 15 to 20 seconds as they curled their 
bodies to shield the puck from opponents. 
They slinked underneath one another to 
reach the puck. 

Carrington said it looks more graceful be- 
low the surface, like “underwater ballet.” 

She remembered being exhausted the first 
time she played, in 2003 as a freshman at the 
University of Illinois at Urbana- Champaign. 

“It was really weird equipment in the begin- 
ning and you feel funny putting on the equip- 
ment,” said Carrington, a vet technician. 
“This is so hard. How do people play this for a 



full practice?” she recalled thinking. But she 
now plans to try out for the US. world cham- 
pionship team. 

This type of hockey doesn’t have three pe- 
riods, only two 15-minute halves. No goalies 
or nets either. There are 9 -foot-long metal 
troughs at each end where the puck has to 
land to count as a goal. 

There is no fighting or checking, either. 


“It gets kind of crowded, but the sport 
doesn’t necessarily allow physical contact as 
in regular hockey” Djidic said. 

Stick-handling skills are crucial, however. 
It’s possible to get a puck in the face. Of 
course, bumps and bruises happen, too. 

It can be competitive and referees can 
send players to the penalty box. For example, 
unsportsmanlike conduct will put players in 
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WANNA DIVE IN? 

The Chicago Underwater Hockey 
Club welcomes new players and has 
extra gear for those who want to try 
the sport. 

“It doesn’t matter what size you are 
or how fit you are, water is an equal- 
izer,” club president Damir Djidic said. 
“If you have the heart and interest, 
you can play in our club.” 

Club member Kevin Ward said 
interested players need to be com- 
fortable in the water and be able to 
snorkel and clear their snorkel to dive 
down toward the puck. 

“It’s just one of those sports that 
kind of works because of the nature- 
the breath hold and stuff,” he said. “It 
can’t really be dominated by a Michael 
Jordan. The puck changes hands a lot, 
so even a beginner gets to touch it.” 

The club practices from 8-9:30 p.m. 
Tuesdays at Northeastern Illinois 
University and 9-11 a.m. Saturdays at 
Chicago State University.

the sin bin for two or five minutes or even get 
them dismissed at the ref’s discretion. Delib- 
erately flicking the puck out of bounds calls 
for one minute in the box. 

It’s not quite the spectator sport ice hock- 
ey is. All the action happens below the sur- 
face. Big tournaments have underwater cam- 
eras and stream game coverage online. 

Many players in the Chicago club heard 


about the sport through friends and were 
encouraged to go to practice and try it. They 
say it takes about three times until newbies 
get comfortable with the gear. 

Practicing twice a week and playing is a 
stress reliever for Djidic, a social worker. 

“It becomes very easy and almost relax- 
ing,” he said. “When you’re underwater, you 
feel relaxed. There’s no noise and it’s a calm- 


ing environment I guess.” 

All the kicking, swimming and puck swat- 
ting at the bottom of the pool lead to quite 
the workout. 

It’s hard for Audrey Dikhtyarenko to tell 
how many calories he’s burning when he 
plays, because he’s not sweating in the pool. 
So he measures it by how hungry he is after 
practice. Usually he’s starving. 


The rookie started playing after doing a 
Google search for diving in Chicago. 

“I like unusual stuff,” said Dikhtyarenko, a 
38 -year-old programmer from Buffalo Grove. 
“This is a very unusual sport. Just swimming, I 
don’t like it. It’s boring. 

“{Underwater hockey] is good exercise and 
fun at the same time.”

There’s a brand-new 
comedy test in town

There would be no big-time comedy festival 
in Chicago in 2014, it seemed, until four 
Chicago comics and a journalist decided to 
create their own. 

The Just For Laughs Chicago comedy 
festival, sponsored by TBS, had been hosted 
in Chicago for five years until it was canceled 
this year. To replace it, local comedians put 
their heads together to establish the Comedy 
Exposition of 2014, set for July 11-13. 

Four Chicago comedians— Katie McVay 
Stephanie Hasz, Zach Peterson and Go- 
odrich Gevaart— as well as comedy writer 
Matt Byrne banded together to create the 
once-a-year comedy festival. 

“We’re really excited,” McVay said. “We 
started planning from the time we found 
out about (Just For Laugh Chicago’s] 
indefinite hiatus. The more people we get 
on board, the more excitement within the 
comedy community” 

The Comedy Exposition will serve as a 
stage for local comedians as well as national 
headliners each night. 

“We want to bring performers from 
outside Chicago, too,” McVay said. “The 
stand-up scene is amazing here, but it’s 
the red-headed stepchild compared to the 
improv scene.” 


The festival will span Lakeview, Wicker 
Park and Logan Square across three days. 

The comics are still in talks with different 
venues, and one of their main focuses when 
choosing a location is the travel time. Their 
goal is to keep the venues within walking 
distance of one another. 

The comics created a Kickstarter cam- 
paign to fundraise. Within 24 hours of the 
start of the promotion, they reached their 
goal of $3,000. Due to their instant success, 
they decided to double the fundraising goal 
to $6,000, which they hit April 14, just 
17 days later. 

So how did the comedic quartet come up 
with the name for their festival? They wanted 
the name to relate to their city but they also 
didn’t want a name that’s been overused. 

“We thought a long time about what to 
name the festival,” McVay said. “Chicago has a 
few nicknames, but most of them are already 
established. We came up with the Comedy 
Exposition because of the World’s Fair. People 
would bring a big tent to show off a lot of dif- 
ferent stuff and show their inventions.” 

The comedians involved in the Comedy 
Exposition won’t be showcasing any new in- 
ventions, but they will bring their individual 
comedy to the stage every night.

For love of the game 



‘A Haunted House 2’ 
star Marlon Wayans 
just wants to have fun

The upside to making a movie on a $3 million 
budget? Any additional dollar earned is sheer 
profit. And Marlon Wayans is not one for 
buffed-up movie sets and luxurious, five-star 
accommodations while filming a project. ‘A 
Haunted House” made $59 million at the box 
office, operating on a $2.5 million budget. 

You don’t need to be an accountant to do 
the math on that one. 

However, the writer/star’s careful budgeting 
can be painfully efficient. Following a Chicago 
screening, Wayans talked about the movie’s 
speedy production schedule. 

How fun was it to make this movie? 

It was a lot of fun working with people you 
like. They’re fun guys, they’re comedic [veter- 
ans], so I know I can trust them. And if I can 
go off book, they’re going to go off book with 


me, joke topping the whole time and punch- 
ing each other’s stuff And it comes from 
a generous, fun place. And that’s what this 
industry is, is doing what you love, with who 
you love, how you want to do it. 

What is shown when filmmakers can do 
that-make movies based on not getting 
anywhere close to what other movies get? 

It’s just creativity, man. No matter what bud- 
get you work at, you can put together an en- 
tertaining movie. I wish I did have 
$200 million dollars to do a movie ... to me 
I don’t think it’s “how big is your budget?” 
Especially in comedy it’s “how big is your 
comedy? How big [are] your jokes?” To me? 
That’s the special effects. 

This movie was filmed and edited in a jump- 
cut style. What’s that storyboard process like? 

Our storyboard process is very thin. Me, [di- 
rector] Mike [Tiddes] and [writer/producer] 
Rick [Alvarez], we walk the set, we know 
exactly pretty much what we want to shoot, 
and literally Mike draws, because we don’t

have money for a storyboarder, so thank God 
Mike has background in art. ... We use those 
as our blueprint and we change stuff up along 
the way We barely have time to shoot things, 
so we just run and gun. 


The reason why I choose jump-cut is be- 
cause A) it’s the style of the kind of film that 
we’re settingup [i.e. “Paranormal Activity”], 
but for me what I found was comedically it 
gave me a whole new way to edit. It allows 
me to take funny guys like Affion [Crockett], 
funny guys like Gabriel [Iglesias], funny guys 
like Cedric [the Entertainer], and I can just 
have them pop off jokes. Literally people are 
laughing through a lot of the punch lines, so 
they’re going to have to see the movie twice.
